He im- 
agines he speaks German withoutan accent, 
and, if he means without anv German accent, 
be is probably correct. His supposed knowi- 
edge of the German |inenuge, bowever, waa 
one of the chief qualifeations of bis diplomat- 
ic place. President Grant was not the fortu- 
nate pessessor ofa Geiman member of his 
Cabinet, so he had no one to try Mr. Orth’s 
German on, and bad totake Mr. Orth’s word 
for bia knowledge of the language. 

When Mr. Orth arrived at Vienna he 
thougbt it would be a delicate compliment to 
the Emperor to deliver bis address, on his 
presentation alcourt,in German. Mr. Orth 
devoted much time to the wriiiog of hisad- 
dress, and practiced it for hours im his room, 
sO that be would be able to deliver it with 
fauciiity. Whentbe dag of bis presentation 
arrived he was all ready wi'h bis address, and 
delivered it, with what he thaught was great 
success, in ibe purest Pennsyivania Datch. 
A shoittime after, a well known Americano,

Baden Baden and its Guests. 
Letter to Springticld Republican. 

When gambling was prohibited eight vears 
ago, 1) Was predicted that Baden-Baden was 
doomed, and would cease ever af er to be the 
fasbionabie resort of former years; but these 
predictions have not been realized. During 
ihe last season all the hotels aad pensions 
have been crowded with visitors from all 
parts ofthe worid. The Badeblatt, the vil- 
lage paper which publishes daily the arrivals 
registered at the hote's, aud which sums up 
in everv issue the sum total of strangers since 
the opening ofthe prescnt season, already re- 
cordstbe number at 45,756. This is consid- 
ered by the natives (the shopkeepers, store- 
keepers, etc.) the high tide’’ of prosperity. 
At the present time there is probably more 
rovaity and nobility in Baden-Baden tothe 
square inch than in any place in Europes. The 
streets and promenades swarm with princes 
and princesses, counts and countesses, dukes 
and duchesses, viscounts and viscountessas, 
barons and baronesses, marquises and mar- 
chionesses, and all variety of titled aris- 
tocracy. It would be diflicult to swing a cat 
or throw a stone without hitting a title 
in some direction. To ne in 
Baden-Baden withoutatitleof some kind,a 
person is **nowhere,’’ so tospeak, and is on a 
par socially withthe waiters and shopkeepers. 
The Russians comprehend the situation when 
they prepare to leave their native countryto 
travel abroad. Thess who are not princes, 
dukes or counts by inheritance are permitted 
by royal authoritvto wearthe titles when 
journeying in foreign lands. This is the 
reason Why we fina all the hotelsin Germany, 
Switzerland and elsewhere so fullof Russian 
‘*nobles.” German tities are also equally 
blen and are to be encountered at every 
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turn. All of the little . palities and 


duchies which com] ‘this new empire of 
Germany are like so many mushroom beds, 
from which are constantly springing up and 
multiplying every year a new crop of dukes, 
counts, princes, etc. There are also swarms 
-of titled nobility in France, and before the 
late war Baden was overrun with them, but 
since the late *‘tunpleasantness’’ all French- 
men have given Germany and its watering 
places a wide berth, and it is seldom, even 
now, ten years singe the last gun was fired, 
that we hear French spoken among the 
crowds of people that flock here from all parts 
of Europe.

The need ofa uniform marriage law in this 
country was never made more evident than 
by a case recentiy reported from the West. A 
man married his first wife in Ohio, and re- 
moved with ber to lowa. After a number of 
years he became dissatisfied with the Odaio 
wife (reason not given), and wisbed to marry 
another woman. He went to Chicago, anid 
under the laws of Illinois secured a divorce, 
and on the same day that the divorce was o- 
tained returned to lowa and married the lowa 
woman. The courts of lowa being appealed 
to in behalf of the first wife, tbe IIIinois di- 
voice was declared illegal, and his 
first marriage the only valid one. The IIIi- 
nois courts were then appealed to in behalf 
of the wife number two, and the Superior 
Court of Chicago has decided that the second 
marriage is valid, and the only valid one, the 
first having been legally broken. The result 
is that in lowa, where his bome is, he can 
only live legaily with his first wife; but, if he 
comes across the State line into L[llinois, she 
ceases to be his wife, and thesecond wife has 
the only legal rightto that position and title.

PARISIAN POMPIERS. 


How the Fire Department of the French 
Metropolis is Served. 
Paris Letter to the Toronte Globe. 

A comparison of the Sapeurs-Pompiers, or 
tiiemen, of Paris with those of America may 
interest the readers of the Globe. Col. Paris, 
e commander of the corps of Sapeurs- 
Pompiers of this city, has written a book re- 
cently, in which this comparison—greatly to 
the disadvantage in many important respects 
of l’rance—has been made, and from it 1 cull 
the following facts: He first points out that 
in American cities, such as New York, the 
engines ure all worked by steam, and are in 
readiness day and night; tbat horses stand 
harnessed to draw the engines to the scene of 
operation; that this is indicated by electric 
telegraphs; that the quantity of water at the 
service of the fieemen is five times 
as greut in proportion to the 
population as that of Paris. He 
adds, however, that the men are not equal to 
{he heaps at their disposal. Their organiza- 
tion is the work of the municipality; they 
ae volunteers Who can leave the service at 
any time: they are lacking in thorough dis- 
cipime, each man carrying cut his owa ideas 
Instead of rencering implicit obedience to 
the orders of his superior officer. Again, ap- 
polbtments are Made as the reward of politi- 
cal service, and the pay received by the ordi- 
bary rank and file—some 4,000 or 5,000 francs 
—would be regarded as munificent by the of- 
ticersof the regular Freuen army. Salvage 
corps are Wanting, except such as are pro- 
vided bythe insurance companies for their 
own protection. Col. Paris next proceeds to 
nov that in every respect the fire organiza- 
tion at Paris is just the very reverse 
of this. ‘The men are thorough. 
iy drilled, but they lack suitable 
impiements kor their work. ‘ae corps of 
Sapeurs-Pompiers are constituted like the 
other corps of the regular Frenca army. 
They are subjected to the same rules and 
regulations as the other infantry corps. all 
veing under the orders ofthe Minister of War. 
The tiremen are selected from the soldiers 
who have served eight or nine months under 
the colors, and whose military education is 
well-nigh completed. They are chosen from 
ihe sirongest and most agile men. and are 
daily practicecgin gymuasticexercises of the 
severest nature. A fire-engine, properly 
equipped, weighs 565 kilogrammes, and this 
has to be drawn by three men, of whom one 
carries in addition a celiar-engine, weigh- 
ine twenty-two kilogrammes. It is true that 
when a fire occurs in the daytime, plenty 
of volunteers are found to assist, for the nie- 
men are great favorites with the Paris popu- 
lace; bDuttvowards midnight the men are gen- 
In this case, when 
the streets are muddy or filled with snow, as 
was often the case last winter, theware neces- 
cariy tong in reaching the scene of action, 
and when they do arrive are illy prepared for 
the work whjph awaits them. Another seri- 
ous interference with tae eiliciency of Paris 
iremen is the fact that every night fifty or 
ty of them are stationed in each of the thir- 
iv or forty theaters open, occupying tue most 
elevated portion of the cupola overlooking the 
stage, Where the temperature ranges general- 
iv from eighty degrees to ninety degrees Fah- 
renbeilt. At the termination of the play 
iLese men are obliged to change this tempera- 
ture fer one ranging from five degrees to 
zcro, and to return to their barracks, so that 
tn Winter there are never fewer than 200 of 
them in the hospital.

„nous there may be too few engines. Paris 
bas only four steam-engines, and two of these 
have been in use since 1870.“ Then, 
strange to say, they bave no horses in readi- 
reas to convey those engines 
from place to place, and are obliged to de- 
mand borses from the omplbdus company. In 
the case of a recent fire at the Pavilion 
Flore, it was seventeen minutes before the 
arrivalof borses to draw the engines, one 
minute was copsumed in attaching them, anu 
fourteeen minutes to reach the fire, or thir- 
ty-two minutes in all. In New York or To- 
ronto all this would have been accomplished 
in seven minutes. Further, in Paris the 
water often gives out, and time is consumed 
in fastening the hose to another plug. Col. 
Paris reckons that at least 4,200 fire-plugs 
would be required for this city, while ou the 
first of January last there were only 321. 
Such are some of the defectsin the fire sys- 
tem of Paris, and when these are remedied, 
as the Colonel hopes they soon will be, he 
says ‘ta great disaster from fire may be an 
eventfas rare as a case of cholera. ’’

A DISABLED BARQUE. 


The Crew Live Eight Days en Nothing 
But Sait Herriogs. 


Boston, December 21.—Capt. Richard 
Murpby, ofthe schooner D. J. Adams, re- 
ports that sixteen miles east southeast of 
Chatham he was boarded bythe captain of 
the barque Fearless, forty davs from Brattle 
Harbor, Labrador, bound to New York.

DAENZER’S DISGRACE. 

Since the pompous and philaathropic 
Mr. Pecksniff tumbied from his lofty posi- 
tion into the filthy ditch dug by lus life of 
fraud and hypocrisy, society has sustained 
no such shock as that caused by the revel- 
ation made yesterday in the case of Mr. 
Dirty-dog Daenzer, the grinder of a sort 
of German newspaper mangie in this city 
called the Anzeiger—estimated circulation 
less than 3,000. This superb and sublime 
exponent ; of international as 
shown by the records, was made a citizen 
of the United States on the 22d day of last 
October. For thirty years this alien has 
assumed to play the part of Jupiter Am- 
mon in this country. Ille has thundered 
and roared and howled in his feeble way 
about public virtue, and has preached the 
duties of citizenship to the workers in the 
fields and the toilers in the shops. He has 
obtruded his vulgar presence upon con- 
ventions and caucuses, and has essayed 
to instruct such men as Schurz, 
Gratz Brown, Conkling and the Presi- 
dent himself in the simple rudiments 
of public ethics.

The German el- 
ement in this country has enjoyed some 
distinction on account of its modesty and 
indisposition to assert itself in political 
affairs, but here is such an exhibition of 
monstrous impudence, such brazen cheek 
and such galling self-conceit thatthe av- 
erage of the Teutonic element is lifted

service and allegiance to the Emperor 
of Germany, this frowsy adventurer has 
assumed to dictate in bis mannikin news- 
paperto men proud of their citizenship, 
who had earned the right to speak for the 
public weal: he has laid his slimy claws 
upon every man of talent or parts who 
came within his circuit; career has 
been one of falsehood, malice and inde- 
cency; he has sought to attract attention 
to himself as a publicist, and yet the dirtiest 
breech-clouted tanger in the Fiji Islands 
was as much entitled to participate 
in the sovereign management of the 
affairs of the United States.

A second annual convention of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Cane Growers’ Association open- 
ed at half past ten o’clock this morning, in the 
rooms of the School Board in the Polytechnic 
Building. President J. A. Hedges, of St. 
Louis, occupied the chair, and E. S. Jones, of 
Tennessee, officiated as secretary. The gen- 
eral appearance of the convention was that of 


a body of earnest, thoughtful, practical men, 
most of them of tbe - stalwart farmer 
class. At roll call the following 
gentleren answered to their names:

Let us obey the ipjunction so apphcable to us 
here, ‘seekand ye shall tind, knock and the 
door shalibeopened.’ The past season has 
been one of an unusually severe trial for the 
cune crop, as well as others nevertheless it 
has in most sections rendered passible re- 
turns. The experience gained may serve as 
important lessons in some respects. I cannot 
puss over this department without again im- 
pressing upon the cultivatorsthe great neces- 
sitv of the utmost care in the selection ol soil 
und a proper cultivation. ihe wide range of 
production, as Will be reported to the meeting, 
[hope will awaken attention. In the mann 
facture the same considerations are pressed 
upon us. We need no other assurances of 
the great national blessing that is 
in store for our country than those in the pam 
phiet before us. We have sugar and syrup of 
excellent quality in our State and all the States 
thatadjoin us. We bave it trom Minnesota 
and Texasand Kansasand Ohio. Very many 
of these samples are fromthe hand of persons 
of no previous experience. These sampiesand 
the attending circumstances afford to the 
reasoning mind the irresistible conclasion that 
we only need education and the facilitating 
means tocrown our efforts with an aouadant 
success. There is tor this association a great 
labor to be done; our field is vast; our voices 
heve been heard, a3 shown bv our correspond- 
ence, not only in all the States, hut beyond the 
seas. We are lecated here in the 
center ot the richest vuliev of 
the world and engaged in develo;ing 
an industrythat is adapted to every farm in 
the valley, and product needed in every 
hc usehoid of our country. Let us ask our 
Legislaturesto reauireall syrups and sugars 
composed in whole or part of glucose, or 
grape sugar, to be distinctiv so branded wita 
letters of equal dfstinctness with the name of 
the maker. Let us call by resolu- 
tom on the Health Department of our city 
Governments to institute a 

SEARCHING INVESTIGATION 

into tre santtarv characterof these glucose 
mixtures, notonlyinsyrups and sugars, but 
candies that are being fed to 
our children.

Brokers Purchase $150,000 Worth of 
Tickets From the Chicago 
and Alton. 


- — 


A Move to Get Even With the 
W abash. 


The fight between the Chicago and Alton 
Railroad and the Wabash has been in 
progress so long that the public has almost 
begun to lose interest in it. The two inter- 
ested lines, however, are as much interested 
as ever, for they are the sufferers. There have 


been two, three add even more attempts to 
patch up ibe trouble and go on in a friendly 
wey, but these efforts have all 
come to naught. The Wabash began the 
contest by selling tickets to Chicago ata 
heavy reduction. These were eagerly taken 
— persons asa speculation. The eagerness 
with which these tickets were taken showed 
that the public bad corfidence in the 
RESTORATION OF RATES. 

The Wabash prafited by the operation be- 
cause the company sold altogether about 
$400,000 worth ot tickets and now has the 
money for use. The Chicago and Alton made 
no such large sale and were consequently left 


at a disadvantage. It now come, 
out, however, to cay, that a deal 
has been consummated by which 


the Chicago and Alton Railroad Company sells 
in one single batch $150,000 worth of tickets 
(schedule rates) from Kansas City to Toledo 
avd Eastern points by way ot Bloomington, 
III.. over the Lake Erie and West 
ern. These tickets are taken by 
Messrs. Mulford & McKenzie, ticket brokers, 
and the most extensive firm of the kind in the 
United States. They have offices in St. Louis, 
Chicago, Kansas City, New York, Indianapo- 
lis, Cincinnati, Mtlwaukee, Jacksonville,Fia., 
and Omaha. It was learned this morning 
from re)iable railroad authority that the ne- 
gotiations between Messrs. Mulford & Mcken- 
zie and Mr. James Chariton, the general 
passenger and ticket agent of the Chicago and 
Alton, have been going on tor several days, 
and thatthey were finally concluded in Uhi- 
cago yesterday. George McKenzie, ot this 
city, is understood to have conducted the ne- 
gotiations for the firm that 
made the purchase, which {fs undoubtedly 
the largest of the kind yet made 
in the Upited States, It may seem rather 
queerto many people that the general pas- 
seng+roegent of 2 gieatraiiroad sneuld make

The Chicezo and Alton wants to be able to 
compete with tbe Wabash for Eastern passen-

It was also learned that the contract 
of the Republican had expired, that the prop- 
erty of the Times was under attachment 
ior A debt ot 8168 10 in tavor 
of the reporters of the paper; that 
Mr S. Churchill, of Louisville, nad secured 
judgment for possession ot the building, and 
anexecution issued returnable to-day. The 
question then arose ' Win the Times be 
printed to-morrow?’’

St. Lours December 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
The reasoning of your recent correspondent, 
„Lex,“ is like that by which it was once 
proved that every cat has three tails. Thus: 
1. No cat hastwotails. Granted. 2. Every 
cat has one tail more than no cat. Granted 
egain. 3. Therefore, as one tail more than 
two tails equals three, every cat has three 
tails. Q. E. D. Just so. Lex’s logic turns 
upon sound instead of sense. There is no 
„theory of the law e that the decisions of the 
Supreme Court are correct.“ No court or 
legal authority ever uttered any such 
nonsense. If there were such a theory, this 
Supreme Court could never reverse any of 
its own decisions. This it has often done, 
and so hasthe Supreme Court of the United 
States. The only rule existing on the subject 
is simply a necessary inference of fact, rather 
than a legal theory. It is that, inasmuch as 
there is no authority competent to reverse the 
decisions of a court of last resort, therefore, 
such decisions, Whether right or wrong, be- 
come tbe fixed law. The rule applies to every 
court just so far as its adjudications are not 
subject toreview. Its application even to the 
Supreme Court is limited by tbe fact that 
certain classes of its decisions are liable to 
reversal by its superior at Washington. 
It applies equailvy to the St. Louis 
Courtof Appeals, with a like limitation cov- 
ering less than one-sixth of its adjudications. 
Said the U. 8. Supreme Court in Bowman vs. 
Lewis et al.: Wbere the decisions of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals are final they are 
elothed with all the majesty of the law which 
surrounds those of the Supreme Court.
